Fr.  John  M.  Lefko 
Given  New  Post 
At  St.  Joseph's 

The  Rev.  John  M,  Lefko,  for  15 
years  associated  with  St.  John  the 
Baptist  parish,  Whiting,  Ind.,  eight 
of  those  years  as  pastor,  has  been 
appointed  to  a  post  at  St.  Joseph’s 
College. 

In  his  new  assignment  Father 
Lefko  will  be  director  of  the  St. 
Joseph’s  College  Foundation,  a 
newly-created  position  involving 
public  relations  work.  He  has  been 
succeeded  as  pastor  by  the  Rev. 
Gabriel  Brenkus,  C.PP.S.,  an 
Alumnus  of  St.  Joseph’s  College 
and  a  veteran  priest  in  the  mission 
field. 

While  pastor  at  St.  John’s, 
Father  Lefko  took  an  active  part 
in  civic  affairs  of  Hammond  and 
Whiting.  He  was  also  active  in 
fraternal  affairs,  having  served 
last  year  as  chaplain  of  the  Whit¬ 
ing  Knights  of  Columbus. 

Father  Lefko  served  on  the 
City  of  Hammond  Planning  Com¬ 
mission  for  two  years,  recently 
resigning  the  post  because  of  the 
press  of  his  priestly  duties. 

It  was  through  his  original  idea 
that  the  National  Catholic  Build¬ 
ing  Convention  and  Exposition 
was  held  in  Chicago  for  two  con¬ 
secutive  years. 

St.  John’s  was  Father  Lefko’s 
first  assignment  after  his  ordina¬ 
tion  to  the  priesthood  in  May  of 
1938.  He  was  brought  up  in  the 
rough  and  tumble  existence  of 
New  York’s  Lower  East  Side,  and 
it  was  there  that  he  celebrated 
his  first  Solemn  High  Mass. 

While  he  was  an  assistant  at 
St.  John’s,  he  directed  the  choir 
and  was  moderator  of  both  the 
Drama  Club  and  the  Senior 
Daughters  of  Mary.  During  this 
time  he  also  studied  administra¬ 
tive  education  at  Indiana  Univer¬ 
sity. 

When  the  Rev.  John  Kostik  left 
St.  John’s  in  1945,  Father  Lefko 
was  appointed  pastor.  Within  the 
short  space  of  eight  years  he  was 
to  leave  in  his  trail  a  host  of 
spiritual  and  temporal  accom¬ 
plishments. 

Of  paramount  importance  is  the 
million  dollar  St.  John  School  and 
Parochial  Center  with  its  pent¬ 
house  convent.  Ground  for  the 
new  building  was  broken  in  July 
of  1948.  The  school  was  dedicated 
and  made  ready  for  occupancy  on 
March  5,  1950.  The  convent  was 
completed  by  May  of  1951. 


Father  Hartman  Dies 
At  Age  Seventy-five 


The  Rev.  Sylvester  J.  Hartman, 
C.PP.S.,  ’02,  for  40  years  a  well- 
known  and  well-loved  professor 
of  philosophy  and  classical  lang¬ 
uages  at  St.  Joseph’s  College, 
died  July  23  at  St.  Charles  Sem¬ 
inary,  Carthagena,  Ohio.  He  was 


75  years  old  last  Dec.  31. 

Funeral  services  were  conducted 
at  the  seminary  July  27,  with 
burial  in  the  seminary  cemetery. 

Father  Hartman,  a  native  of 
Bavaria,  Germany,  attended  pri¬ 
mary  school  in  his  home  town  of 
Altdorf.  Coming  to  the  United

The  organ,  designed  especially 
for  auditorium  use  and  costing 
$3,780,  has  such  varied  possibilities 
that  it  is  expected  to  find  a  place 
in  almost  every  program  held  in 
ohe  college  auditorium. 

Special  grills  covering  the  bal¬ 
cony  organ  chambers  were  de¬ 
signed  by  the  Hammond  Organ 

ompany  and  constructed  by  Al¬ 
fred  Hentschel  of  the  College  con¬ 
struction  staff. 

This  valuable  gift  is  only  one 
of  the  many  ways  in  which  the 
Fathers  Clrb  has  aided  the  college 
since  its  organization  two  years 
ago.  Outstanding  among  its  ac¬ 
complishments  was  the  renovation 
of  Caspar  Hall,  which  changed 
one  of  the  oldest  buildings  on  the

September’s  enrollment  at  St.  Joseph’s  College  will  reach  a  record 
high  if  the  present  trend  in  the  number  of  applications  and  acc^- 
ances  continues,  the  Rev.  Charles  J.  Robbins,  registrar,  has  announ^. 

As  of  the  end  of  July,  a  total  of  537  students  had  been  accepted. 
Of  these,  266  have  never  before  attended  St.  Joseph’s.  Of  this  latter 
group,  32  are  seminarians  in  the  Society  of  the  Precious  Blood 
recently  arrived  from  Bronnerdale  Seminary,  Canton,  Ohio.

Pfc.  Bernard  J.  Gaynor,  St.  Joe’s 
Academy  ’45-’47,  son  of  Dr.  and 
Mrs.  Francis  J-  Gaynor  of  132 
Stone  Mill  Road,  Dayton,  has  been 
awarded  the  Bronze  Star  Medal 
for  heroism  in  action  against  the 
enemy  in  the  vicinity  of  Ton- 
mangni-Polumkkae,  Korea. 

A  self-propelled  howitzer  ex¬ 
ploded,  resulting  in  the  death  of 
two  men  and  injury  to  another. 
The  explosion  started  a  fire  on 
the  vehicle  in  which  the  men  were 
riding,  blowing  the  caps  off  of 
gasoline  tanks.  Pvt.  Gaynor  was 
cited  for  his  work  in  extinguish¬ 
ing  the  fire. 

He  entered  the  armed  services 
(artillery)  in  March,  1952,  and 
was  sent  to  Korea  in  August  of 
that  year.

St.  Joseph’s  College  was  the 
subject  of  a  six-page  feature  in 
the  July  edition  of  “Living  for 
Young  Homemakers,”  a  magazine 
of  national  circulation. 

The  story  gave  detailed  plans 
and  sketches  of  a  complete  housing 
project  for  St.  Joseph’s  lay  fac¬ 
ulty.  Conceived  and  drawn  by  the 
magazine’s  editor  of  architecture, 
Alexander  Knowlton,  the  plans 
would  include  12  houses,  built  on 
the  same  design  but  permitting 
great  individuality  in  exterior  color 
and  appearance.

Enrollment  at  St.  Joseph  s 
reached  its  highest  level  in  Sep¬ 
tember,  1947,  when  students  on 
the  G.  I.  Bill  of  Rights  helped 
swell  the  college  total  to  601.  At 
that  time,  when  the  academy  was 
in  operation,  40  students  of  high- 
school  age  brought  the  grand 
total  to  641.  "The  academy  was 
discontinued  in  1948. 

In  addition  to  the  503  already 
accepted  for  the  coming  semester, 
109  applications  are  still  to  be 
considered  by  the  Committee  on 
Admissions,  Father  Robbins  said.

AlterationsProvide 
Increased  Housing 

Prospects  for  a  high  1953-’54 
enrollment  at  St.  Joseph’s  have 
necessitated  the  preparation  of 
added  housing  facilities  on  the 
campus. 

Two  dormitories  are  being  added 
on  the  third  floor  of  Science  hall 
in  rooms  formerly  occupied  by  the 
Reading  and  Study  clinic  and  by 
the  Columbian  Players,  the  college 
dramatics  society.  The  latter  room 
was  at  one  time  a  library  reading 
room. 

The  Reading  clinic  will  be  moved 
to  a  classroom  on  the  second 
floor  of  the  building,  and  the 
Study  clinic  will  be  housed  on  the 
third  floor  of  the  south  wing  of 
Science  hall,  in  the  area  formerly 
used  for  mechanical  drawing 
classes. 

A  third  dormitory  is  being  pre¬ 
pared  on  the  first  floor  of  Science 
hall  in  the  large  room  formerly 
used  as  a  study  hall.  The  adjoin¬ 
ing  room  has  been  converted  into 
a  study  area. 

The  dormitory  on  the  ground 
floor  has  been  converted  into  a 
lounge  for  students  residing  in 
Science  hall.  Washroom  and  show¬ 
er  facilities  in  the  building  are 
also  being  expanded. 

In  the  future,  Science  hall  resi¬ 
dents  will  observe  the  evening 
study  period  in  the  library. 

Another  summer  project  is  the 
renovating  of  the  residence  of  the 
Luc  Delvaulx  family,  just  west  of 
the  campus  proper,  for  student 
use.

Hig  Honors  in  ICC  Play 


St.  Joseph’s  baseball  players 
came  in  for  their  share  of  ^  the 
individual  honors  in  1953  Indiana 
Collegiate  Conference  competition 
in  addition  to  taking  the  team 
batting  title  for  the  second 
straight  year,  according  to  infor¬ 
mation  from  the  league  publicity 
office  at  Valparaiso  university. 

Coach  Jim  Beane’s  Pumas  fin¬ 
ished  second  in  the  conference 
race  with  a  5-1  mark  behind  Val¬ 
paraiso,  whose  Crusaders  captured 
their  second  successive  title  with 
a  7-1  record.

Summer  improvements  Include 
Installation  of  New  Boiler 

Included  in  the  summer  im-  ' 
provements  at  St.  Joseph’s  are 
the  installation  of  a  new  boiler  in 
the  power  plant  and  the  removal 
of  an  old  two-level  fish  pond,  in 
disuse  for  several  years. 

The  boiler,  a  266-horsepower 
unit  with  a  rated  capacity  of  630 
horsepower,  will  produce  more 
power  than  could  the  three  smaller 
boilers  previously  in  use  combined. 

Two  of  the  old  boilers  will  be 


retained  for  standby  use. 

Manufactured  by  the  Erie  City 
Boiler  company,  the  new  water- 
tube  unit  will  have  a  chain-grate 
stoker.  Installation  will  take  place 
as  soon  as  the  boiler  arrives,  in 
late  August,  and  will  require 
about  six  weeks.  Cost  is  about 
$45,000,  according  to  the  Rev. 
Joseph  A.  Otte,  treasurer  of  the 
college.
